cultural fertilizer will $10,000 buy? 


During the next ttve years, the 


sum of $10,000 in cash is to be paid 
to ten 'Texas counties by the State 
Fair of Texas, and the counties 
triny spend it for actual fertilizer 
or as best they see fit. just so it 
goes to the advancement of agri- 
culture within the Lone Star State. 


Joining hands with other agen- 


cies whose effort is for better and 
more dixcrsified crop production, 
the State Fair-of Texas has an- 
nounced that $10,000 its to be dis 
tributed among the Texas counties 
during the five-year period begin- 
ning with the 1926 State Fair* Oct. 
9-24, and ending with the annual 
exposition of 1930. This sum is in 
addition to the $5,000 in cash prizes 
offered by the State Fair each year 
for county exhibits. 


According to the announcement, 


made through J. L. Lancaster, di- 
rector in charge of the agricultural 
department, the $10,000 will 
be 


awarded to the ten counties mak- 
ing the highest scores for county 
exhibits at each annual Fair. Dur- 
ing the five-year period, competing 
counties will be scored on their an- 
nual exhibits. At the end of the 
period the highest total scores will 
constitute the basis for the awards. 


First prize will be $2,500, with 


$2,000 as the second. 
The next 


three counties will each receive 
$1.000, and the remaining five, $500 
each. 
- 
Basis of the scoring will be 50 


points on county exhibits, and 25 
points each on the showing of boys' 
clubs and girls' homo demonstra- 
tion club exhibits. 
Club exhibits 


must be entered by members of 
bona fide Texas agricultural clubs, 
woiking under the regulations o£ 
the extension department, A. &• M. 
College of Texas, in co-operation 
wli.li the United States department 
of Agriculture, 


It is provided that the winning 


counties shall use the prize money 
in agricultural development—one- 
fouith each for boys' and girls' club 
work, and the remaining one-half 
for other 
agricultural 
extension 


effort.

28.—The 


State Supreme Court held today 
that M. E. Trapp, who has acted 
as governor of Oklahoma since the 
impeachment of J. C. Walton in 
1923, 
would be ineligible to hold 


-the office if nominated 
by ' the 


I Democratic party and elected next 
fall. 


The vote was seven to two. The 


court ruled that Trapp has been 
governor In fact since ho succeed- 
ed Walton, and that therefore, the 
constitutional 
inhibition 
against 


a. chief 
executive 
immediately 


succeeding 
himself 
applies 
to 


jTrapp. who was elected lieutenant 
governor in 1922. 


The decision granted injunctions 


against the state election board 
find the state board of public af- 
fairs, restraining them from plac- 
ing Trapp's name on the August 
•primary ballot as a gubernatorial 
candidate. 


The decision reversed the ruling 


of Judge William H. Zwick of the 
Oklahoma County District Court, 
which held that Trapp was eligi- 
ble-

Tallulah, La., June 25.—Prospects 


or a bumper cotton crop in the 
South this year are endangered by 
nsects known as hoppers, which 
lave caused serious damage in al- 
nost every part of the belt. The 
emi-arid sections of West Texas 
nd Oklahoma are the only districts 
where these pests have not been 
een recently, reports received by 
he United States Bureau of Ento- 
mology laboratory here indicate, 
fo accurate estimate of the hopper 
osses already caused is available. 


"Some fields have been infested 


or some time and in fact some of 
hese fields have reached the point 
vhore the insects 
actually 
left 


thfiin in search of food," an offi- 
cial of the laboratory declared in a 
statement. 
• 


"The fact that there are several 


species involved, some of which 
lave not been associated with this 
lamage previously, makes if. very 
lifficult to 
anticipate 
how 
long 


they will remain in the field. Ob- 
servations in Texas in past seasons 
lave shown wide variation in the 
persistence of damage. There is a 
chance that any of tliese species 
may leave the cotton fields at any 
time and devote their attention to 
other plants. On the other hand 
there is no reason for assuming 
that this will occur. Furthermore, 
the later generations that will de- 
velop from eggs now being laid 
may or may not attack the cotton. 


"Under the best conditions which 


could possibly be imagined with 
lhe:!e insects leaving the cotton in 
the near future, production will 
still be a serious problem."

tical effect in' encouraging student- 
earning and 
stmrent-saving,

expected to feature the Congress. 


"In the last decade . remarkable 


progress has been made toward 
planting in the minds of America's 
younger generation a repungance 
for waste and a respect for thrift," 
said Mr. Chamberlain. 


"Thrift as a course of study for 


public schools was almost unheard 
of up to 1915, when the first Inter- 
national Congress fou Thrift was 
held at the Panama -Pacific Expo- 
sition under tho leadership of S. 
W. Straus* the financier who, at 
that time, inaugurated the move- 
ment for the teaching of thrift in 
tho schools of this country. 


"During the school 
year 
just 


closed approximately 8,000,000 hoys 
and girls received tiirift instruc- 
tion. School savings systems be- 
came available to nearly 4,000,000 
pupils, and were \taken advantage 
of to the extent, that, according to 
our preliminary estimates, their ag- 
gregate balance, including deposits 
and accrued interest, overtopped 
the 30 million mark.
